TV JS/tutle. 2 Pet. i. 1 6 2 1 . 

FOR we have not followed cunningly devised fa- 
bles, when we made known unto you the poT- 
er and coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, but vere 
eye-witnesses of his majesty. For he received fipm 
God the&ther honour and glory, when there came 
such a voice from the excelknt glory : «|This is mj 
beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased/' And thu 
voice wliich came from heaven we heard, whenwc 
were witli him, in the holy mount. We have, also, a 
more sure word of prophecy : whereunto ye do wefi 
that ye take heed, as unto a light that shineth in a 
dark place, untill the day dawn, and the day-star 
arise in your hearts : Knowing this first, that no 
prophecy of the scripture is of any private interpre- 
tation. For the prophecy came not in old time by 
the will of man ; but holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost. 

Septuagesima : or the Third Sunday 
Before Lent. 

The Goaficl. Matt. xx. 1- 16. 

FOR the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man 
who is an house-holder, which went out early 
in the morning to hire labourers into the vineyard. 
And when he. had agreed with the labourers for a 
penny £f-day, he sent them into the vineyard. An^ 
he went out about the third hour, and saw others 
standing idle in the market-place, and said unto 
them : " Go ye also into the vineyard, and whatsoev- 
er is right I will give you.'* And they went their 
way. Again he went out about the sixth and ninth 
hour, and did likewise. And about th^eleventh ho^r 
he went out, and founcf others standing idle, and 
saith unto them : "Why stand ye here all tlie day 
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idle ?*' They say unto him : " Because no man hath 
hired us.** He saith unto them, " Go ye also into 
the vineyard : and whatsoever is right, that shall ye 
receive." So when even was come, the lord of the 
vineyard saith unto his steward, " Call the labour- 
ers, and give them their hire, beginning from the 
last unto the first.'* And when they came that were 
hired about the eleventh hour, they received every 
man a petmy. But when the first came, they suppo- 
sed that they should have received more ; and they 
ikewise, received every man a penny. And when 
they had received if^ they murmured against the 
yood man of the house, saying : ** These last have 
w^rought but one hour, and thou hast made them 
3qual unto us, which have borne the burthen and 
heat of the day." But he answe/'ed one of them, 
uid said : " Friend, I do thee no wrong ; didst not 
hou agree with me for a penny ? Take that thine 
*, and go thy way : I will give unto this^ last,, even 
Ls unto thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I 
vill with mine own ? Is thine eye evil because I am 
^ood ?'* So the last shall be first, and the first last : 
or many are called, but few chosen. 

The Efdatle. 1 Con ix. 24.— 27 

KNOW ye not that they which run in a race, 
run all, but one receiveth the prize ? So run, 
hat ye may obtain. And every man, that strivcth 
jr the mastery, is temperate in all things. Now, 
hey rfo it to obtain a corruptible crown, but we an 
icorruptible. ^ I therefore so run, not as uncertain 
y ; so fight I,' not as one that beateth the air : But 
keepundcrmy body, and bring it into subjection, 
;st that by any means, when I have preached t© 
thers, I myself should be a cast away.

AND wlicn much people were gathered togeth- 
er, and were come to him out of every city, he 
spake by u parable : ^ A sower went out to sow his 
seed ; axid, as he sowed, some fell by the way-side, 
Knd it was trodden down, and the fowls of the air 
devoured it. And some fell upon a rock ; and as 
soon as it was sprung up, it withered away, because 
it lacked moisture. And some fell among thorns ; 
and the thorns sprang up with it, and choked it 
And others fell on good ground, and sprang up, 
and bare fruit an huncbed-fold." And when he had 
said these things, he cried : ^ He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear.'' And his cfeciples asked hiin, 
aaying : " What might this parable be i" And he 
said ; ^* Unto you it is given to know the mysteries 
of the kingdom of God : but to others in pardbles; 
that seeing, they might not see, and hearing, tfaej 
might not understand. Now the parable is this : 
The seed is the word of God ; those by the way- 
side are these that hear ; then cometh the de^i 
and taketh away the word out of their hearts, leat 
they should believe and be saved. They on the 
rock, are they, which, when they hear, receive 
the word with joy ; and these have no root, which 
for a while believe, and in time of temptation &n 
away. And that which fell among thorns, are they? 
which, when they have heard, go forth, and are 
choked with cares, and riches, and pleasures of ibl^ 
life, and bring no fruit to perfection. But that on 
the good ground, are they, which, in an honest and 
good heart, having heard the word, keep it, and bring 
forth fruit with patience/'

The EphOe. 2 Cor. xi- 1 9.— 3 1 . 

FOR ye suffer fools gladly, seeing ye yourselves 
are wise. For ye suffer if a man bring you into 
bondage, if a man devour you, if a man take of you, 
if a man exah himself, if a man smite you on the 
face. I speak as concerning reproach, as though 
ive had been weak. Howbeit, whereinsoever any is 
bold, ( I speak foolishly, ) I am bold also. Are they 
Hebrews ? So am I. Arc they Israelites? So am I. 
Are they the seed of Abraham ? So am I. Are 
they ministers of Christ ? C^ speak as a fool ) I am 
more : in labours more abuadarit, in stripes above 
measure, in prisons more frequent, in deaths oft. Of 
the Jews five times received I forty stripes save one. 
Thrice was I beaten with rods, once was I stoned, 
thrice I suffered shipwreck j a night and a day I have 
been in the deep ; in joumeyings often, in perils of 
waters, in perils of robbers, in pisrils by mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, in perils in 
the city, in perils in the wilderness, in perils in the 
sea, in perils among false brethren : in weariness 
and painfulness ; in watchings often ; in hunger and 
thirst: ill fastings often; in cold and nakedness. 
Besides those things that are without, that which 
<iometh Upon me daily, the care of all the churches. 
Who is weak, and I am not weak ? who is offended, 
and I burn not ? If I must* needs glory, I will glory 
of the things which concern mine infirmities. The 
OodaodFatherofoupLordJesufi Christ, which is 
blessed for evermore^ knoweth that I lye not.

THOUGH I speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels,^and have not charity, I am become as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling xymbd. And though 
I have the gift of prophecy, and understand ail 
mysteries, and all knowledge ; and though I have aB 
i^th, so that I could remove mpuntains, and have 
not charity, I am nothing. And though I bestow all 
my goods to feed the poor ; and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not charity, it profiteth 
me nothing, Chai^ty sufferetb long, tokdis kWi 
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charity envieth not ; charity vaunteth hot itself, is not 
puffed up, doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh 
not her own, is not easily provoked, thiiiketh no evil ; 
rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth ; 
bear^th all things, believeth all things, hopeth all 
things, endureth all things. Charity never faileth ; 
but whether there be prophecies, tliey shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they shall cease ; whe- 
ther there be knowledge, it shall vanish away. Foi» 
we know in part, and we prophecy in part. But when 
that which is perfect is come, then that which is in 
part shall be done away. When I was a child, I > 
spake as a child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child : but, when I became a man, I put away 
childish things. For now we see throug;h a glass 
datkly ; but &en face to face : now I know in part ; 
but then shall I know even as also I am known. And 
now abideth Faith, Hope, Charity, these three ; but 
the greatest of these is charity.

ing notiung, and yet possessing all things.

And others, tempting A?m, sought of him a sign 
from heaven.

Whw 
the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh 
tlirough dry places, seeking rest: and finding none* 
he saith, I will return unto my house whence Icami 
eut.

ThcGonfieL John vi. 1 15. 

VFTER these things, Jesus went over the sea of 
Galilee, which is the sea of Tiberias. And a 
eat multitude followed him, because they saw his

And Jesus went up into a mountain, and there he sat 
with his disciples. And the passover, a feast of the 
Jc^'s, was- nigh.

And Jesus said, " Make the men adt down." Now 
there was much grass in the place. So the men ui 
down, in number about five thousand. And Jesus 
took the loaves ; and when he had given thanks, he 
distributed to the disciples, and the disciples to them 
that were set down ; and likewise of the fishes as 
much as they would. When they were filled, he 
said unto his disciples : " Gather up the fragmeofc 
that remain, that nothing be lost.*' Therefore they 
gathered them together, and filled twelve basket* 
with the fragments of the five barley-loaTes, which 
remained over and above unto them that had eaten 
Then those men, when they had seen the miracV 
that Jesus did, said : " This is of a truth that propt 
et that should come into the world.'*

TELL me, ye that desire to be under the la^ 
do ye not hear the law ? For it is written, t>?* 
Abraham had two sons ; the ope by a bond-mai^- 
the other by a free woman.

TheGo^el. John xix. 1 37. 

THEK Pilate, therefore, took Jesus and scourg- 
ed him. And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and they put on him 
a purple robe, and said, "Hail, king of the Jews !** 
And they smote him with their hands. Pilate, 
therefore, went forth again, and saith unto them : 
** Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye may 
know that I find no fiiult in him.'* Then came Je- 
sus forth, wealing the crown of thorns, and the pur- 
ple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, « Beb«'d 
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♦he man 1" When the chief priests, therefore, and 
uilicers saw him, they cried out, saying : ^ Crocify 
him, crucify him." Pilate sakh unto them, " Take 
ye him, and crucify him : for I find no feiult in him.** 
'I'he Jews answered him : "AVc have a law, and 
by our law he ought to die > because he made him- 
self the Son of God." When Pilate, therefore, 
heard that saying, he wsas the more afraid: And 
went again into the judgment-hall, and saith unto 
Jesus : ** Whence art thou ?" But Jesua gave him 
no answer, i Then saith PUate unto him : *' Spcak- 
cst thou not unto me ? lioiowe^t thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee> and have power to release 
thee V* Jesus answered : ** Thou couldst have na 
power at all agaiost ipe, except it were given thee 
from above : therefore he th^t deUvered tae ifflto 
tliee imiii the greater m" And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought tA release him. i bu^ the Jews cried 
out, saying : ^ If thou let this man go^ thou art not 
Cssar's friend t whosoever miaketh himself a king, 
speaketh against Casar.** When Pilate, therefore, 
• heard that saying, he brought Jesus ferUi, and sat 
down in the judgment-seat, in a place that is called 
the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 
it was the preparation of tlie Passover, and about 
the sixth hour : and he saith unto the Jews, ** Be- 
hold your king I** But they cried out, « Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him.'* Pilate saith 
unto them, " Shall I crucify your king ?** Tfee 
chief priests answered, « We have no king but Cx- 
sar." Then delivered he him, therefore, unto them 
to be crucified. And they took Jesus and led him 
away. And he, bearing Us cross, went forth into 
a place called the place of a scull, which is called in 
the Hebrew, Golgqtha ; where they crucified him* 
and two others with him, on either aide one, and 
Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the cross. And the writing was, JESUS

T^s title then read many of the Jews ; for tho 
place Where Jesua was crucLied was mgh to the city ; 
end it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin.

^ Wrile^iot, The King of rms Jews ; but that he 
said, / am King of the Jew9.^ Pilate answered, 
« What I have written I have written.** Then the 
soldiers, when tbey had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four parts, to every soldier a 
part: and also his> coat s now the coat was without 
seamj woven^from diat(^ throughout. They said, 
therefore, among themselves, ^ Let us not rend it, 
but cast lots for it, whose it shall be." That the 
scripture ni%ht be fulfiUed, which a^th : ^ They 
parted my r^m^nt among tkemt a^d for my vesture 
they did cast lots.*'' T^es^ thiBg% therefore, the 
soldiers d^* Now there stopd by the crpss of Jesus 
his mother, andhift niothm**9 43ter> Mary the wifo 
ofCleophas, and Mary D^s^^dsleii^.. When Jesus 
therefore saw his mother,' ax)4 the disciple standing 
by whom he^loved) he saith i^nto his mother : « Wo- 
man, behold thy son I*"" Then^iailb he to the disci- 
ple, ^ Behold thy moOi^ I'* And from that hour 
that di^c^e took h^ unto his own bome« 

After this, Jesu^ kOQWff)^ that all things were 
now accomplished, tl^ th^ acriptiire might be fol- 
mied, saithf ^lT»^9WF^*' How there was seta 
iressel full of t^iegar ; and they fiUed a^K^nge with 
idnegar and put it Dpouhyasop, and imt it to hja 
naoiith. When JesoS} tberefoiie, bad received the 
Hinegar, he s^, ^ it x4 vinsaxxn t^ and bowed 
ais bead» aoid gavia^i^ tb^ ghost The Jews, Uiere- 
"ore, because jbt vm Ibis prrparationf thalihe bodies 
(hould not remain upoo^^tlie cfoaa i^pon the sabbathr 
lay, {/or th^ aabbath-day waa an hig^ day,) be- . 
x>ught Pilato that theii' legs might be beoken, and 
hat th^y«iKiightbe tfdi^en away. Then camia tlM^ 
b3 
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soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, sod of the 
other which- was crucified with him. Butvben 
they came to Jesus, and saw that he was dcsd al- 
ready, they brake not his legs : but one of the sol- 
diers with a spear pierced his side, and £[^vitli 
came there out blood and water. And he that sa^ 
it bare record, and his record b true ; and he know* 
eth that he saith true, that ye niight believe. For 
these things were done, that the scripture should be 
fulfilled : '' A bone of him shall not be hroken." 
And again, another scripture saith : ** They shall 
look on him whom they pierced." 

Tlie EpUtle. Isaiah liii. tkrtntgbout. . 

WHO hath believed our report ? and to vbom 
is the arm of the Lord revealed ? for he shall 
grow up before him as a tender plant, and as a root 
out of a dry ground : he hath no form nor comeli- 
ness ; and when we shall see him, there is no beauty 
that we should desire him. He is despised and re- 
jected of men: a man of sorrows, and acquainted 
with grief; and we hid as it were our feces from 
him : he was despised and we esteemed him not. 
Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our sor- 
rows : yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten of 
God, and afilicted. But he was wounded for our 
transgressicms, he was bruised for our iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was upon him ; and 
with his stripes we are healed. All we, like sheep; 
have gone astray ; we have turned every one to his 
own way ; and the Lord hath laid on him the iplqiii' 
ty of us all. He was expressed, and he was afflict- 
ed ; yet he opened not Ms mouth : he k brought as 
a lamb to the slaughter, and as a sheep before her 
shearei*s is dumb, so he opened not h&s mouth. He 
was tdien from prison and from judgment : and 
who shall dedare his g^eration ? for he was cut off 
out of the la;^ of the living: for the tnougresa^^ 
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of my people was he stricken. And lie made his 
grave witli the wicked, >and with the rich in his 
death ; because he had done no violence, neither 
^as any deceit in his mouth. Yet it pleased the 
Lord to bruise him ; he hath put him to grief t 
ifvhen thou ^alt make his soul an offering for sin, 
he shall see his seed, he shall prolong his days, and 
the pleasure of the Lord shall prosper in his hand. 
He shall see the travail of his soul and shall be sat- 
isfied : by his knowledge shall my righteous ser- 
vant justify many ; for he shall bear their iniquities. 
Therefore will I divide him. a portion with the great, 
and he shall divide the spoil with the strong ; be- 
cause he hath poured out his soul unto death : and 
he was numbered with the transgressors ; and he 
bare the sin of many, and made intercession for the 
transgressors.

AND when the Sabbaith was past, Mary Magda- 
• lene, and Mary the mother of James and Sa- 
lome, \ad bought sweet spices that they might 
come and anoin^ him. And very early in the mom- 
ingi the first day of the week, tbey came unto the 
sepulchre at the rising of the sun. And they said 
among themselves, <^ Who shall roll us away the 
stone from the door of the sepulchre I" (And wien 
tbey looked, they saw that the stone was rolled a^ 
way for it was very great.
